SBNB On.— A Woman Bdrhinq i.\ tme 
iSTRicBT.— Tbe/PnQaiQ EtpreiB^hw ft9>i^recurd 
a nother probably fatal aodident fi'dai ibe usu 
of Kerosene oil. About Bevcn o'clock last 
Wednesday night, the dcnizHus of Canal 
street vf ere startled by the appearance of a 
buroing woman in the street. She ran to 
the middle of the street where she stopped 
perfectly enveloped in fliraes which lit up the 
street with all the brilliancy of a bonGro, \n 
tho fira was ot first supposed to ba by those 
who saw tho lightVlrbm. a> distance. Bu', 
h'irrible to relate, it was a woman, whoso 
iii'hmmabla clothing aatarated with coal oil 
was ablti^a, the hissing flames reaching far 
abov6'thQ heads of iho large crowd which 
t^idkly assembled. Of coarse the spectators 
did not remain ioaotive. Their united elToits 
smotberad .the fire almost iostantly, but they 
ca9i§/^li)^ leaoue too late to aavo her frurn 
the moat intenae auQering. Her vesimeuis 
wore either entirely borood away, or to 
charred aud crisped as to afTord but liitle 
protection. The front part of her body frnra 
.the chin lo the ancles was literally broiled 
by tho Qro. Thu cause of the accideut was 
as follows : — L'bo woman, >»hose oarna is 
Morgftrot Smitb| .vrife.:of , William Smith, a 
salouQ keeper, was.^itt^ng at thu table aew« 
iag, and at her aide; in a chair; was' a girl 
from a neighboring house, abi.mt eight years 
of age, called Lizz'e, who was playing with a 
kitten, The girl, in her gambr.ls with thu 
cat, fell upon tho leaf of the table, whiqb 
tipped over, throwing the lamp upon tbe 
floor at the feet of tho unfortunate woman. 
The lamp was broken by tho fall, and tho 
oil was all on Qro in an instant. Mrs Smith 
attempted to smother it wiih the lower part 
of her dress, but in doing so sbo sealed her 
own fate. Finding herself in jeopardy, the 
rushed down stairs, as above statud. The 
girl escaped unharmed. When our reporter 
visited her about nine o'clock, last oveniog, 
she was suffsring indescribable agony, and 
perfectly oonecioas. Some of her attendants 
inadvertently stPted that she was not ex- 
pected to live until morn'Og, when she 
cheeked tbem, saying there was no necessity

Hunger* 
cold, rags, hard work, cmtempt, suspicion, 
unjiinfc reproach, ere disicroeiible ; but debi 
is lutinilr-ly worse than all ; and if it hu l 
ple.iaed God to spare either or nil of iiiy 
son's to be the supnort a'"d solnce of declin- 
ing years, the lesson which I abnu'd luivo 
mosi'ianielitif '■idAehi td impress n^on them 
i<, never ran inTo dih\ 1 I rep'^at, my yourn;

let every yoDlh b.ambly pray God lo pre&erve 
himeverraoro !"

I'jry of B. h\ Dutcher, iit Amboy, III. was 
neized on Monday last bj collector Little, 
of thaV'dtb^rict." The distillery Was one 

of tho largest in the country. Its modus 
operandi was about us follow.s: On In- 
H|ioutiiig the vftt which containeil tho high- 
wines iminediutely after distillation, lui 
iutcrnal revenue agent found in the cover 
a round hole about two incbea in diame- 
ter. An opening of aimilar dimensions 
was found in tho roof^ directly above that 
ill t'.iG cover of the vat. A sliinglo was 
laid over this opening, so t'.iitt from the 
outsiiio tlio roof ap[)eiirocl as usunl, nmi 
Iho liolo was boretl hctiidi; oiio of tin rnf^ 
tors, in such a manner that it could never 
be soon except by special search. The 
proprietor.s of tlio disullory have heoii in 
the habit of reporting 11 irivon aiiioiint, of 
grain each day, aud tlie in.Hpoctiiii^ olFioer 
found the requirtd iiiiiouiit of liigliwinos 
robiulting. But every day it was the 
castom of t>be distiller to subjoct to tho 
process ' df distillation from 50 to 100 
bushels more than lie reported, and lo 
draw out at niglit, with a sy[)lioii of rub- 
bcf tube, through the roof, an amount of 
bipflnvines warranted by the excess of 
gra n used surreptitiously. In this way 
largo amouDtsi lOf ■uutazed wiues weie 
sold.
